The majority of the injuries were re- 
e@ived in thg morning. Mrs. D. O, 
Dougherty, while trying to board a 
street car, was knocked down by a Di- 
cycle; two little children who were 
watching the cirous parade, were toss- 
ed from a runaway: Miss Ida Higgins 
fell down the steps and was badly 
hurt: Clayton Callaway had an arm 
broken while cranking an automobile, 
and R. H. H,. Casey was hurt by street 
car. 

Mra. Dougherty Ia Hurt. 

While attempting to board a street 
car at the corner of Peachtree and 
Merritts avenue yesterday morning at 
10 o’clock, Mrs, D. O. Dougherty, wife 
of the well-known wholesale merchant, 
was struck by a bicycle and seriously 
injured. 

Mrs. Dougherty was knocked heavily 
to the pavement and sustained a frac- 
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ture of the hip. She was lifted by 
bystanders and taken to her residence, 
No, 450 Peachtree atreet, near the 
scene of the accident, and family 
physicians were hurriedly summoned. 
It was announced later in the day that 
her condition was quite serious. 

Mr. Dougherty, the husband of the 
injured woman, is president of the 
Dougherty-Ward-Little Co., wholesale 
merchants at 63-65 North Pryor 
street. Mrs. Dougherty is well 
known in Atlanta society and her hosts 
of friends will be pained to learn of 
the serious accident. 

In Front of the Home. 
accident occurred almost in 
of the Dougherty residence at 
No. 450 Peachtree street. Mrs. Dough- 
erty was standing on the corner of 
Merritts avenue and Peachtree street, 
Waiting for an outgoing Peachtree

The rider of the. bicycle, a young 
white man, whose identity is, not 
known either to the Doughertys or 
the police, was riding at what is said 
to’ have been a fast rate in Peachtree 
street—-the wrong side as specified in 
the road ordinance. 

The street car had stopped to al- 
low Mrs. Dougherty to enter, and as 
she stepped from the curbing, the 
bicycle knockeq her down, and -the 
young man was sent sprawling, but 
was not hurt. 

The young rider helped to lift Mrs. 
Dougherty into her’ residence, and 
later left, without anyone learning his 
identity. The young man was at the 
residence when Mr. Dougherty ar- 
rived, but the latter had no idea that 
he was the man who caused Mrs.

New York, October 18.—William R 
Hearst, independent nominee for may of 
of New York, and Otto T. Bannard, the 
republican nominee, both of whom are 
heading the fusion ticket, motored 
through -Harlem tonight and delivered 
a series of rapid-fire speeches in sup- 
port of their eandidacy. Hearst spoke 
at four places, and Bannard spoke 
thrice. 

As hasbeen his wont, Bannard con- 
fined himself briefly to business issues. 
Hearst spoke at length, and continued 
his denunciation of William J. Gaynor, 
the democratic nominee, although he 
found time to refer to Bannard as a 
machine candidate. 

Hearst Hits at Bannard. 

“IT have got into this fight to defeat 
both Gaynor ang his Tammany ma- 
chine, and Bannard and his Woodruff 
machine,’ he said. “And I do not want 
Mr. Bannard to forget, in the heat and 
excitement of the campaign, that he 
is just as much of a machine candidate 
as Judge Gaynor is. He may not be 
the machine candidate of the same 
machine, but he is the candidate of 
the same kind of machine, and I, for 
one, cannot see the difference in 
blackness between the Tammany ket- 
tle and the Woodruff pot. 

“Mr. Bannard was not nominated at 
the fusion conference. The fusion con- 
ference was broken up. He was not 
even nominated at the republican con- 
vention. That had not yet been held. 
He was appointed and anointed the 
candidate of the Noble Order of Wood- 
ruffiians, and created a Knight of the 
Checkered Waistcoat at Jack's, in the 
early hours of a September morning. 

“Now, Mr. Bannard is not only not 
an independent candidate, but he is not 
even an anti-Tammany candidate. If 
Mr. Parsons’ statement of the deal be- 
tween Cannon and the republican ma- 
chine with Murphy and the Tammany 
machine can be believed.

The taxicab drivers are on a strike. 

Last night at 6:45 o’clock the eleven 
regular drivers left their cars and 
walked into the street, and as only 
two substitutes could be found, there 
was not much “joy-riding” for one 
night. 

The drivers claim they ought not 
to be liable for any damages to the 
car while it is earning money for the 
company. The driverg say that ever 
since the installation of the taxicab 
system they have been working on a 
20 per cent commission and have been 
forced to supply all gasoline used and 
pay for all repairs and broken parts. 


These expenses eat up most of thelr 
profits, say the men, as the parts 
broken some time cost as much as $50 
and that the gasoline and repair bills 
are enormous and that they lose time 
while making the repairs themselves. 

According to a statement of one of 
the men, after all deductions had been 
made, Driver Chastain on Monday was 
paid only 78 cents as his week’s wages.

Savannah, Ga., October 18.—(Special.) 
Many entries will 
to the list of those who will make the 
run in The Constitution-Morning Newg 
zood roads endurance contest from 
Savannah to Atlanta. November 8 
and 9. 

The executive committee has had 
such numerous requests for’ entry 
bDlanks and information regarding the 
contests as justifies the belief that 
the entrv list will run considerably 
bevond expectations. 

The regulations as to examination of 
cars and penalties will be very strin- 
gent. according to Chairman A. W. 
Solomon. of the technical committee 
of the Savannah Automobile Club, be- 
cause of the fact that the committee 
has made an exceedingly low speed 
for the trip. and the drivers of cars 
will be expected to handle them in a 
manner that will preclude any dam- 
age to them. This will be of special 
advantage to the entrants. 

As an indication of the care with 


which the cars will have to be driven 


in order to avoid deterioration which 
will be noted by the technical com- 
mittee and penalties imposed, Chair- 
man Solomon has announced some of 
the plans by which the committee will 
keev tab on the cars. 

Technical Committee’s Work. 

When the cars are surrendered to 
the technical committee the Saturday 
before the beginning: of the contest 
Monday. the committee will haye the 
cars mounted on level skids one by 
one, and proceed to make a rigid ex- 
amination of them. The springs will 
be measured. and their height from the 
horizontal piane of the gkids will be 
noted. In like manner the frame of 
the car will be measured and noted by 
the committee. 

When the run is completed the meas- 
urements will be taken again and all 
differences noted and charged against 
the car. If a spring or portion of the 
frame is found!to be sagging. indicat- 
ing that the driver of the car has 
handled it roughiy over the roads then 
the car will be heavily penalized. 

It is expected that a large propor- 
tion of the cars entered will complete 
the run with a perfect score so far 
as the time they make is concerned. 
Their troubles are’coing to commence

In the light of the recent recall by 
the United States of Minister-Desig- 
nate Charles Crane to China, Atlantans 
are commenting upon the Japanese- 
Russian expressions of Mr. Crane when 
he was in Atlanta last in attendance 
upon the conference for education in 


‘the south. 


While at a dinner given by Dr. John 
E. White, during the progress of the 
convention Mr. Crane expressed strong 
anti-Japanese and pro-Russian views, 
which were decidedly interesting in 
view of the Japanese agitation on the 
Pacific coast. 

Among other things Mr. Crane is 
quoted as saying that if the war be- 


tween Japan and Russia had lasted a 
few months longer, Japan would have 
been ignominiously beaten. 

Atlantans are of the opinion that 
these views of Mr. Crane had a de- 
cided part in the considerations which 
led to his recall by President Taft. It 
is said Mr. Crane was outspoken while 
here in his advocacy of Russian prow- 
ess as compared with Japanese 
achievements. 

In connection with this recall, it is 
interesting to note that, before the 
United States had officially declared 
to China its intention in this matter, 
definite announcement of the recall 
was given to the press by the Japanese 
embassy in Pekin.

De Lara in Prison. 

All were discharged from custody 
today, but De Lara, who had been at 
liberty under bond and was rearrested 
immediately. He is now in prison and 
the amoun® of his bail will be fixed 
by the department of commerce and 
labor. 

A. C. Ridgeway, inspector in charge 
of the local immigration office, asked 
what charges had been placed against 
De Lara, replid: 

“He is accused of uttering words 
against the Dnited States, against all 
governments, in fact. He is accused 
of being undesirable. He has not been 
in this country three years, and he 
may be deported if found guilty. He 
will have a hearing before me and 
testimony will be forwarded to the 
secretary of commerce and labor. If 
the secretary finds him guilty, he may 
be sent back to Mexico.”

De Lara left Mexico after the publi- 
cation of his book, “Los Bribones,” 
‘which aroused the displeasure of offi- 
cials in Mexico. He was married a 
few weeks ago to an American woman. 

De Lara is one of the national social- 
ist organizers of the United States, 
having been appointed from socialist 


headquarters in Chicago.

ROADS WARNED 
TO COVERY SLOW 


Washington, October 18.—A meeting 
of important shipping interests of the 
country is to be held in Cincinnati to- 
morrow night to consider the prospec- 
tive action of the railways in the east- 
ern part of the country in increasing 
freight rates in the territory east of 
the Mississippi river. 

Advance in Near Future. 

No determination has been reached 
as yet by the railroads to increase the 
rates, but the question is under ad- 
visement, and the advance will be made 
probably in the near future if the con- 
ditions in the judgment of railway 
officials justify it. 

Apprehending that such an advance 
is likely, many organizations of ship- 
pers throughout the middle western 
country have joined in a call for the 
meeting at Cincinnati. In addition, 
they have prepared a letter which was 
addressed tq W. C. Brown, president 
of the New York Central lines; Oscar 
G. Murray, president of the Baltimore 
presi- 
dent of the Pennsylvania railroad, set- 
ting forth the reasons, as they view 
them, for not making an advance in 
the freight rates. 

What Shippers Claim. 
this letter the shippers main- 
tain. on a basis of figures furnished 
by the railroads themselves, under 
oath, to the interstate commerce com- 
mission, that the net income per mile 
of road of the railroads in the United 
States for 1907 exceeded that for 1897 
by $1,534, an increase of 345 per cent. 

That the net income of all the rail- 
roads in the United States for 1!907 
wag $449,461,188, and for !897, $81,257,- 
506, an increase of 453 per cent. 

That the surplus from operations of 
all the railroads in the United States 
for 1907 exceeded the net income of 
1897 by $60.065.785. 

That the amount of railroad stock- 
paying dividends increased from 
$1,603,549,978 in 1897 to 84,948,756,203 
in 1907, an increase of %$3,345,206,225. 
The rate of dividend on stock increased 
from 5.43 per cent in 1897 to 6.23 per 
cent in 1907, an increase of 14.7 per 
cent, 

In a Spirit of Coaservatism. 

In conclusion, the shippers’ letter 
says: 

“In a spirit of conservatism, we sub- 
mit this statement and these tables to 
you fcr careful checking, for the pur- 
pose af showing, if possible, .wherein 
they are not correct; because we feel 
that in a question of this importance 
only the absolute facts should be made 
public. Otherwise, overzealous and 
misguided legislatures might take in- 
accurate statistical data the basis for 
further unwise state laws, affecting ad- 
versely the interests of the carriers. 
We wish to avoid this, as we are not 
in sympathy with the unwise state 
laws already upon the statute books.” 

McRea Makes Denial. 

Philadelphia, October 18.—President 
McCrea, of the Pennsylvantia railroad, 
in a letter to commercial bodies and 
firms in Cincinnati, Dayton, Indianapo- 
lis and other points east of the Mis- 
sissippi river, denies the “question of 
general advance in freight rates, or in 
classification, is now under considera- 
tion, or contemplated.” He says fur- 
ther that C. C. McCain, who issued the 
pahphlet upon which the letter to 
Presidents Browh, Murray and McRea 
was based, “does not speak for the car- 
riers, but solely for himself.”

The bank, for a generation, regard- 
ed as one of the strongest in south- 
western Wisconsin, was closed a week 
ago, after a week’s investigation of 
the books by Bank Examiner Good- 
hart. An attempt was made to keep 
the institution on its feet by the sale 
of mining property, in which Allen 
was ‘interested, but the deal fell 
through. 

The loss to depositors, it 
will run greatly over $200,000. 

Phil Allen, Jr., vice president of the 
bank, who has been under arrest at his 
home since Friday last, charged with 
embezzling $168,000 of the bank’s funds, 
@tated today that Hanscom was en- 
tirely innocent from wrongdoing in 
connection with the bank. 


Worry Preyed on Mind. 

Hanscom was 53 years old and had 
been connected with the First National 
bank for over twenty-five years. 
Throughout the financial difficulties 
he had worked night and day. He was 
aiso a bondsman for Vice President 
Allen on several occasions, and the 
worry incident to the recent disclosures 
preved heavily om Hanscom’s mind. 

Mr. Hanscom left his home Sunday 
afteroon, ostensibly for a walk. As he 
did not return home at nightfall, his 
wife became worried and asked some 
of his. friends to search for Hanscom. 
About midnight the banker's body was 
found on the family lot in the ceme- 
tery. 

The dead banker is survived by a 
widow and two daughters.

DEATH CAUSED | 
BY BLIND TIGtRS 


Mayor Prosecuted Illegal 
Whisky Sellers. ‘ 


H. Z. Newberry Was Assassi- 
mated in Presence of Little 
Daughter --- Two Men Whom 
He Had Arrested Are Indict- 
ed by Grand Jury. 


Beaufort. N. C., October 18.—The 
grand jury today brought in a bill of 
murder against 8. J. Sanders, who had 
been arrested for the death of H. Z. 
Newberry. of Newport, N. C., who was 
shot to death Saturday night at the 
door of his home. Judge Guion or- 
dered the sheriff to summon 200 tales- 
men in order to get a jury. The case 
is set for Friday at 10 a. m. 

Sanders today is locked in the Car- 
teret county jail here. while his broth- 
er. B. F, Sanders, also is under arrest, 
held as an aceessory. ‘The prisoners 
were brought here last night by Sheriff 
Hancock, after a corner’s jury. at 
Newport had returned a verdict that 
Mayor Newbefry’s death resulted from 
<unshot wounds inflicted by S. J. San- 
ders and that his brother also was 
implicated in the shooting. 

Prosecuted Blind Tigers. 

The assassination of Mayor Newber- 

ry was the direct outcome, it is said, 
of the prosecution of blind tiger cases. 
The mayor recently had had several 
persons arrested for illegally selling 
whiskey, and four of the men, includ- 
ing the two Sanders brothers, were 
bound over for court at Beaufort next 
Monday. It is alleged threats have 
been made against the mayor's life, 
and after his assassination Saturday 
night, suspicion was directed to the 
Sanders brothers. 
Great excitement prevailed in New- 
Dort after the tragedy occurred Sat- 
urday night. Requests for bloodhounds 
were sent to Tarboro, and the road in 
front of the mayor's home was roped 
off in hope that the dogs might be 
able to pick up the scent and lead the 
authorities to the assassins. The dead 
man’s wife was ill in bed at the time 
of the murder. and his little daughter 
stood by his side when he was shot.

FATE OF ELLIOTT 
UP 10 GOVERNOR 


Pardon Board Refuses to 
Recommend Clemency 
for LaGrange Doctor. 


The vrison commission has declined 
to recommend clemency in the case 
of Dr. J. F. Elliott. the Trouv countv 
murderer. The condemned man’s last 
chance for life now rests with the rov- 
ernor. Unless Governor Brown over- 
turns the verdict of the jury and the 
prison commission. Dr. Elliott will ex- 
pDiate his crime on the gallows on next 
Friday. 

The commission in a letter ‘to the 
governor. signed by Chairman G. R. 
Hutchens, sets forth that the main 
ground on which executive clemency 
is asked is that the convicted man was 
insane at the time he committed the 
deed. Evidence of Dr. J. Cheston 
King. of Atlanta. to this effect was pre- 
sented before the prison commission 
recently. The commission held this 
to be cumulative evidence and as hav- 
ing no bearing upon Elliott’s condi- 
tion at the time of the commission of 
the act. 

Though declining to make anv recom- 
mendation, the commission suggests 
that such a question might more ap- 
vropriatelv to be put to a lunacy com- 
mission as provided bv statute. 

Since the tury passed upon the acts 
of the accused, the commission finds 
no ground on which to save the pris- 
oner from their finding. 

Governor Brown has announced no 
decision‘in the matter. The case only 
reached him vesterdav afternoon. 

The commission has not vet reached 
anv decision in the case of John Har- 
per. the Murray county murderer. 


SOUTHWESTERN RATES 
ARE BEING ATTACKED 


Complaint Filed Before Inter- 
state Commerce Com- 
mission. 


Washington, October 18.—A com. 
plaint of far-reaching consequence wag 
filed today with the interstate com- 
merce commission, involving the rea- 
sonableness and lawfulness of rates 
now charged by the railroads in the 
southwestern part of the country on 
shipments destined to interior middle 
western points. 

The petition was filed by the South- 
western Shippers’ Traffic Association, 
representing shipperg in Texas, Okla- 
homa, Kansas and Colorado, against 
the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe 
railway and other interstate carriers.

FOR MOTOR CARS 


Britain to Close Public 
Highways to Autos. 


Bill to Give Speeding Autos a 
Road to Themselves Is Pend- 
ing---Alleged That Autos Are 
+" ig Roads and Menacing 

e. 


Washington, October 18.—Alarmed by 
the great expense it is put to in main- 
taining the highways of the United 
Kingdom, the British parliament is 
considering the advisability of con- 
structing special highways for the use 
of automobiles. According to Consul 
General John L. Griffiths, in a report 
to the department of commerce and 
labor, the increased use of motor cars 
in Great Britain has played havoc with 
the surface of the roadways. It is 
suggested that the speeding automo- 
biles be given roads to themselves and 
this is provided for in a bill now be- 
fore parliament. 

Detrimenat to Property. 

The British people are said to be 
in sympathy with the plan. The use 
of the motor car has increased so 
greatly in the last decade that it has 
become not only a detriment to public 
property in certain ways, but a menace 
to life as well. 

“The most traveled country roads 
are being badly cut up by the great 
number of motor cars that pass over 
them at a high rate of speed,” says 
Mr. Griffiths in his report on the bill, 
“the valye of adjoining property is 
often appreciably lessened, the comfort 
and convenience of pedestrians and 
those using other means of locomotion 
are seriously interfered with, and their 
safety often endangered.” 

The Remedy Proposed. 

The remedy proposed by the measure 
under consideration is the creation of 
a system of roads for the use of motor 
cars solely. These roads are to be 
governed by a small! board of five or 
seven members, only one of whom, the 
chairman or vice chairman, shall re- 
ceive a salary. The board will not 
only govern the system as built, but 
will be employed to add to the mile- 
age whenever it sees fit. 

Once these roads are completed, or- 
dinary highways will not be permitted 
to join them, except by special permis- 
sion. The government likewise will 
wash its hands of the motorists and 
permit them to indulge their speed 
mania to their hearts’ content. The 
speed limit will be taken off.

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DEATH IS TAKING VETERANS. 
BUT PENSION PAYMENTS GROW 


Washington, October 18.—Death’s in- 
asion of the fast-thinning ranks of 
‘ar veterans caused 48,312 names to 
.e dropped from the pension rolls of 
the Uniteq States last year. Of this 
number 32,83! were survivors of the 
‘ivil war. The total*loss to the pen- 
sion roll from all causes was 51,581. 
In striking contrast to these figures, 
‘omprised in the annual report of Ves- 
asian Warner, commissioner of pen- 
sions, is the statement that the gov- 
“ornment paid out in pensions in the 
jiscal year ending June 30, 1909, $!I6I,- 
973,703, which the commissioner de- 
clares is the largest amount ever dis- 
bursed for pensions in one year. 
Summar?zed, the report shows these 
facts: Number of pensioners at the 
beginning of the year, 951.687; num- 
ber of new pensioners added to the 
roll, 46,088; pensioners on roll at cloge 
of the year, 946,194, a net decrease of 


5,493. Survivors of the civil war on 
the roll now number 593,96!. 

Commissioner Warner explains that 
the increase in the amount paid out 
for pensions was due principally to the 
large number of pensioners placed on 
the roll under the act of February 6, 
1907, granting $!12, $15 and $20 to 
survivors of the war with Mexico and 
the civil war, on reaching the ages of 
62, 70 and 75 respectively. 

The increase is also due in part to 
pensions granted under the second sec- 
tion of the act of April (5, 1908, to 
widows of persons who served in the 
civil war, without regard to their pe- 
cuniary condition, and to the increase 
from $8 to $12 per month of the rate 
of pension of certain widows, minor 
children and helpless minors. The pen- 
sions of 202,577 widows, minor chil- 
dren and helpless minors who were 
already on the rolls were increased by 


this act. b

PRICES FOR MEAT 
WILL REMAIN HIGH 


Packers Say There Is No Hope 
of a Decrease in 
Prices. 


Chicago, October 18.—No hope of per- 
manentliy lower prices for meat Was 
held out by delegates to the fourth 
annual convention of the American 
Packers’ Association, the first session 
of which was held here today. 

Michael Ryan, president of the as- 
sociation, said prices might drop 
slightly for a short time, as there has 
been some increase in the number of 
cattle raised recently, but this boon 
to American housewives would be 
short-lived. 

“Unless many, many more cattle are 
grown,” said Mr. Ryan, “there can be 
no hope of lower prices. More are 
being raised right now, but when 
prices go down, the production will 
diminish, and up will go prices again. 
Unless a great many more cattle are 
grown, Amerca will find itself an im- 
porter of méat.” 


|AMERICAN COTTON OIL 


TO BE PUSHED IN CANADA 


The Department of Commerce 
Wants to Extend the 
Market. 


Washington, October 18.—Efforts are 
being made to open up Canada as a 
market for American cotton seed oil 
and cotton seed meal. The depart- 
ment of commerce and labor has called 
upon United States consular agents 
in the Dominion to reach exhaustively 
on the subject and preliminary §re- 
ports are now coming in. For several 
years past the United States has ex- 
ported to Canada about $500,000 worth 
of oll annually. This is only 7 cents 
per capita for the Dominion’s popu- 
lation, while the exports of meal have 
never reached $20,000 a vear.

ONE HOPE OF SOUTHERN FINANCIAL INDEPENDENCE. 


; 

Prophetic of the approach of an era of southern financial independence 
is the statement by President Barrett, of the Farmers’ Union, ‘that the 
farmers of the south are this year in splendid position to hold their cotton 
for a fair price, for the reason that they have been more scrupulously folk 
lowing the “hog and hominy” doctrine. i 

Mr. Barrett also stressed the importance of the extension of this prac- 
tice, showing that only by this means would the people of the south realize 
their full measure of development. 

Probably the majority of farmers in the south still produce what may 
be termed debt-raised cotton. In other words, living supplies for themselves 
and their families, their tenants and their stock frequently are bought on 
credit against the maturing staple, where such supplies are not actually 
paid for out of accumulated cash balances. 

The inevitable result of such a system is that whatever price cotton 
may bring, it is necessary to deduct several cents a pound from It to meet 
these obligations before the producer may reckon a profit. 

The custom is superfluous and radically damaging. 

Not a farmer in the southern states but could produce upon his own 
land the bulk of the. products needed to sustain life of man and beast. 

Instead of doing this, we send to the west and east each year millions 
upon millions of dollars for food and wheat and grain. : 

That is the drain from one source. An equally costly one arises in the 
fact that farmers are frequently forced, or were in the past frequently forcea, 
to sacrifice their cotton for a portion of its ultimate value, because of urgent 
obligations made to produce that cotton. 

Both these spectacles are logically ‘and economically inexcusable. They 
amount to deliberately throwing away a tremendous fortune for the south 
every year, and they stand as a stubborn obstacle against the individual 
and collective advancement of the southern people. 

Fortunately, indications of a universal awakening are at hand.

EXPERTS’ REPORT

The two paving experts, 
Moore and H. C. Innes, made their 
first report to the street committee of 
the general council yesterday morning. 


blocks manufactured by the Southern 
Wood Preserving Company were first- 
class and fully came up to the speci- 
fications. They will submit a second 
report on an analysis of the blocks 
already delivered and will be ready 
about Wednesday or Thursday. 

The experts are very outspoken in 
their commendation of the wood block 
plant. 

They found the blocks to contain 
more creosote than required and that 
the pine used was good. 

The street committee accepted the 
report and adjourned to meet on the 
call of the chairman. 

In their report the experts said: 


“Acting under vour instructions, we 
have made a careful inspection of the 
plant and process of the Southern Wood 
Preserving Company at Fort McPher- 
son. Ga., who are furnishing the creo- 
soted paving blocks with which it is 
provosed to pave certain blocks on De- 
catur street and Madison avenue. 

“To this end a visit to the plant was 
made on Wednesday afternoon, Octo- 
ber 13. 1909. for the purpose of in- 
evecting the eauinpment in use, the tim- 
ber at hand. the method of process 
adopted for treating paving blocks, 
examining the creosote, and determin- 
ing the results of the treatment wit- 
nessed. 

“For the size or capacity of the 
plant, the equipment at hand is suffi- 
cient. and all that is required for the 
purpose. Effective results are possi- 
ble with the plant arrangement and 
paving blocks complying with city 
specifications can be produced. 


The Lumber Used Is Good. 


“The lumber examined was for the 
most part long leaf vellow pine, show- 
ing a large pvercentage of heart wood. 
Some of this pine was verv resinous. 
showing great density. while other 
pieces were not so much so. Some of 
the sticks had bark edges and a few 
were worm eaten. During the process 
of sawing. it was noted that such lum- 
ber was wasted. The blocks coming 
from the saw were piled in the cages 
for treatment. except those showing 
scant measurement or other defects, 
which were reitected. In short. the 
lumber seeA was of good aualitv and 
grade. entirelv sultable for the purpose 
except as above mentioned. 

“A test to determine the wetght per 
cubic foot. of treated blocks was made 
by weighing sixty-three blocks, taken 
from one of the cars after treatment. 
The blocks taken were from the top, 
center and bottom of the car, and were 
not selected. These sixty-three blocks 
weighed 20 pounds. or an average of 
3.21 pounds ver block. and considering 
them as containing three cubic feet of 
wood. one cubic foot would average 
67.3 pounds in weight. These blocks 
were then immersed in water and fifty- 
nine sank. while four partially floated. 
By percentage 93.65 per cent sank. 
A similar test on the same number of 
blocks. taken from another car, show- 
ed 208 pnounds total weight. and fifty- 
eight blocks. or 92.06 per cent. sank 
in water. The average weight per 
block was 3.22 pvounds. or 67.7 pounds 
per cubic foot. 

‘Tt will be noted that the amount of 
ofl] arrived at in three different ways 
corresponds auite closely and in every 
case .is above that required bv the 
specifications. (The grand average of 
all these results is 22.40 pounds per 
cubic foot.) 


Enough O01 Is Used.

‘Refore concluding this report. we 
wish to state that we are now mak- 
ing thorough inspection of the blocks 
already delivered on the streets, and 
as soon as same can be completed, 
will submit our report to cover. which, 
together with this. will constitute a 
complete statement of our findings.

The more frequent and narrow 
movements today represented the dy- 
ing down of the influences which 
caused the wider and more sustained 


movements of last week. The violent 
rebound in prices of the latter part of 


standing short interest. 
was extended at the outset today, but 
the reduction which had occurred in 
the uncovered short interest and, by 
corigsequence in the potential demand 
for stocks, made themselves quickly 
felt. The high opening prices, and 
the inflow of outside buying orders 
which accompanied them afforded an 
inviting opportunity also to sell stocks 
and this was taken advantage of. Dur- 
ing the remainder of the day the mar- 
ket underwent many vicissitudes. The 
professiona] element showed itself in 
a suspicious and watchful mood and 
the quick turns in the tide of the 
market was due to these waveg of 
suspicion and to no other apparent 
cause. The conspicuoug place taken 
by the stocks associated with the name 
of Hawley and the comparative irre- 
sponsiveness of the general list to 
these movements was one ground for 
suspicion, which issued in free selling 
of the general list, especially of those 
stocks which have made up the bulk 
of the speculative operations for a 
long time past. The consummation of 
the Missouri, Kansas and Texas deal 
last week was the ostensible ground 
for the concentrated movement in the 
Hawley group and the attention it at- 
tracted was emphasized by the sup- 
position that operations in the Inter- 
borough Metropolitan stocks were from 
the same source. 

The professional element deduced an 
influence from certain operations in 
the loan crowd, in which United States 
Steel figured as collateral, that there 
had been concealed liquidation going 
on in that security, which it was fear- 
ed might come from tnrormed inside 
sources. Hence the free selling of 
that stock which followed, and which 
caused a decline of almost 3 points 
from the high to the low quotation. 
This movement carried with it Unjon 
Pacific, Reading, St. Paul and all the 
stocks which have been most affected 
in sympathy with the prolonged rise 
in United States Steel. The securt- 
ties connected with the copper indus- 
try were a strong factor in the early 
market. This strength was accom- 
panied by a rise in the price of the 
metal in the London market and by a 
rumor from Paris of the projected 
formation of a syndicate of American 
copper interests, which would exercise 
a closer contro] of the production and 
prices of that metal. A later reaction 
in the London copper market and re- 
ports from the domestic trade of de- 
clining consumptive demands in face 
of the record rate of production left 
those securities vulnerable to the re- 
actionary tendency of the whole mar- 
ket. The weakness of the mid-ses- 
sion wag attributed, to some extent, to 
the expectation of possible decisions 
from the supreme court in Washington 
on one or two cases that are deemed 
important from the standpoint of se- 
curity values. The decisions would 
be handed down today, but this was 
rewarded rather as a coincident than 
as cause and effect. The tone of the 
money market was called easter, fol- 
lowing the strong bank statement. of 
Saturday. The absence of competition 
at the Bank of England for the London 
supply of gold, for the first time in 
many weeks, was considered reassur- 
ing of the effectiveness of the last ad- 
vance in the bank’s rate of discount 
to achieve its purpose. The material 
recuperation disclosed in the weekly 
return of the Imperial Bank of Ger- 
many was another helpful feature in 
the maney market. Money loaned on 
call at below 4 per cent for the first 
time since the 6 per cent rate of two 
weeks ago. Foreign exchange rates 
were strong and the demand for re- 
mittance was active.
